This 
assertion was confirmed In n_ measure by 
the last census report, which Indicates 
clearly that the rural pop'ulntloh'ot Illi- 
nois in- drifting gradually- to; the. cities 
arid. larger towns, leaving the farms with 
n nm'nllor iippuliiHou euch year. 

A plan to check this emigration hns 
been a problem engaging the attention of 
couutry • educators for -years, and they! 
think n solution hits been reached finally 
In the bill 'permitting tbe con sol I da Hon 
of poor districts nud the new course of 
agriculture just' Introduced Into the rural 
schools of the State. 

Assuming that the country, boy grows 
up ignorant of the 'real beauties of coun- 
try : life, and .farming, a coursu of -study 
lias been prepared which will stimulate 
bis interest In things agricultural. When 
he becomes of nge the' theory Is tbnt ho 
will choose to remain on the farm ', rather 
than seek. the more strenuous life of- tho 
city, ' . 

A committee of. school .superintendents' 
wns appointed by tho- Springfield conven- 
tion to prepare 'the new course. It fol- 
lows closely the course In the University, 
of Illinois' College of Agriculture. 

Every topic concerning the farm is 
covered, a- detailed description of each 
kind of grain,- vegetable, nnd fruit being 
required of the scholars. The students 
arc expected to plant experimental 
patches of various pruducts, " watching 
each dally- and' reporting onthe progress 
made. The amount constituting a day's 
work in the ill (lercnt lines of labor about 
ri farm -is asked In one question, and the 
student Is required to make a close study 
of tho subject.

Japan 
clajtus Corea. its hor own ultimate Inher- 
itance', while Russia III .Manchuria will 
always be a menace to Coreu ns .well us 
to Japan. .Motives of self-protection nat- 
urally lead Japan to make war on llussln. 
Under exactly similar circumstances it 
might well be believed that the United 
States would' go to war to_ prevent Ger- 
many or Great Britain or Franco front 
taking possession of Mexico! where. the 
presence of n great rival power would bo 
a coustaut mctiace to this country. Jap- 
an is a conservative nation, tenacious of 
her rights. She fools "strong enough to 
cope with llussiii on the sea, but prudent- 
ly doubts her ability. to successfully' meet 
the Czar's nrmy oil laud. . Her .ponltiou 
is a difficult "one and the situation per- 
plexing. 

Tho presence of the Italian ■fleet nt 
.Toulon and the fetes arranged .In honor 
of the Duke of Genoa by the French gov- 
ernment may have political significance 
fraught with Interest to all Europe. 
Italy's place In the drclbund.may he vn- 
ennt within two years. If Victor Em- 
manuel withdraws from the alliance with 
Germany nnd Auntrln— nil. alliance dat- 
ing from March 13, 1897— he will be com- 
pelled by force of ltnly's Isolation In Eu- 
rope to seek new friendships, ' Ho citn 
go, nowhere but tn France and Russia^ 
In mbity respects an alliance" between 
Italy, France nnri Hussta would be of Im- 
mense advantage to all three, for It would 
almost- beyond question give them the 
control of tho Mediterranean Sea, it will 
not be surprising If Italy casts louse from 
the alliance with Germany and Austria 
and thrown her political, fortunes with 
those of France and Itunsin.

They draw nearly the entire' allowance 
In cash, adding the amount, to their 
salnry. The comparatively Btiiall 
amount of stationery used dad the 
very large proportion "of cash paid out 
has led to sotnu suggestion of the aboli- 
tion of the stnltlanery privilege, hut It 
Is not nt alt likely thnt such a proposi- 
tion will be adopted. 

Quite n' number of members find the 
appropriation ol $1,200 to each congress- 
man for a clerk to be very acceptable 
ns itiiotber addftlon to the salary of 
$5,000. il year. They ure not compelled 
to mnho. puhllc record, o£ the name of 
the: clerk, but It 1b know'n that many, 
of the wives, daughters or Bons of tbe 
members do duty tis clerks,.

"Woman touches the government in box 
work at every point; ■8hc*drayi r B*chcck'8; 'she 
signs contracts, . she .gives money to found 
institutions where .poorbnd' sick men aro 
su pported,' whA in turn' 'recompense i . her by 
refusing to allow herHh'e ^franchise. She 
goes into oil lb o eutorprisea' where a gov- 
ernment goes, and BuppOrtB'thelawB'of'l'he 
land which refuse to, recofrruzo her moral 
right to' vote. -Sue stands hero today in 
tho temple oE justice,, dumb,' a mute peti- 
tioner, asking that tho right which "is hers 
by all the. conditions of moral right Bh'ould 
bo enlarged into a legal .right. It is no 
answer to say that .because some women do 
not wont to vote those women who do want 
to vote should havo the privilege of voting 
refusejl to them.

GOLDEN HORSESHOE- 

Orlfflnal Rtemben OtillRad to Se»l« ft 
High Faat. 
How many of those who are mem- 
bers of orders and' associations Intend- 
ed to keep alive" the early history of 
this country have ever heard of the 
Order of the Golden Horseshoe? It 
was the first order founded in America 
and the story of its origin is told in 
a rare hook, to .'be found only in a fow 
libraries, the "Present State of Vlr* 
glnla," written py tho Rev. Hugh 
Jones, chnplaln to the Assembly '. Jn 
Jamestown, and published in London 
in the year 1724. Virginia then ; ex- 
tended from the Atlantic Into the un- 
known west, hut very few of her coir 
onists had crossed the Blue Rldgb or 
the Alleghanles. So full, of" dangers; 
from savages and wild beasts/ and, ad 
full of natural difficulties was the pas- 
sage of these terrible heights, .that the 
good chaplain tells us -with awe of the 
setting out of Governor Spotawood to* 
discover a pass, attended 'by a guard 
of "Soldiers, Gentlemen and Pioneers," 
carrying provisions. They scaled "the 
pass with great hardships and. peril, 
and returned, the governor having cut! 
upon the rocks on the highest peak tha 
name of King George. He then con- 
stituted the society, or order, of tha 
Golden Horseshoe, Each man who had 
scaled this high pass was made a mem- 
ber of It, and to each. one ho presented 
a golden horseshoe. On tho side were 
the words, "Sic Juvat transcondere 
montca." ("So It pleases him to cross 
mountains.") Any gentleman there- 
after who could prove that he bad read 
with his own eyes the naroo of tho 
king upon the height was entitled to 
hecome a member of this order.

If all the condensed moisture of the 
atmosphere were to fall. as rnlu, and 
none of it as Bnow, hundreds. of. thou- 
sands of square miles of the- earth's 
Burface now yielding beautiful crops 
would be little better than a desert 
The tremendous economic gain for the 
world at large which results from" the 
difference between snow and rain ia 
seldom realized by the Inhabitants of 
fertile and well-watered lowlands. It 
la the extensive regions where irriga- 
tion Is a prime necessity In agriculture 
that the special" uses of the snow come 
chiefly Into vlow. All through- . the 
winter the snow Is falling- upon the 
high mountains, . and pachlng itself 
firmly Into the ravines. Thus in na- 
ture's great ice house a supply of mois- 
ture 1b stored up for the, following Bum-' 
"mer. All through the warm months 
the hardened snow banks* are melting 
gradually. In trickling streams they 
steadily feed the rivers, which as. they 
flow through the ivalleys are utilized 
for Irrigation. If this moisture fell as 
rain it would almost Immediately 
wash down through the rivers, which 
would' hardly he fed at all In the sum- 
mer, when the. crops most ( need. water. 
These, facts are so well known aa to 
be com monpin.ee In the Salt Lake val- 
ley, and In the sub-arid regions of the 
west generally, They are not so well 
understood In New Jersey or Ohio, 
where bdow Is sometimes a pictur- 
esque, sometimes a disagreeable' fea- 
ture of winter. ' In all parts of the 
country the- notion prevails that the 
snow is of great value as, a fertilizer. 
Scientists,; however, are Inclined . to 
attach less importance to Its .service 
in sol! nutrition— for some regions 
which have no, snow are exceedingly 
fertile— thaa to Its worth aa a blanket 
during the months of high winds. It 
prevents tho. blowing off of the finely 
pulvotfzed richness of the top soil.' 
Thrs, although little perceived, would 
often be' a very great loss, .vln nature's 
every form there Is meaning.— 'Youth's 
Companion.

CHANGED CONDITIONS. 

From Good to But In; 1802, aha from 
■ Had Rack to Good in 1800. 

.Industrial conditions which prevailed 
In theUnitetl iStates four/years ngo have 
been completely reversed. Then and 
for 'three years before workmen wcro 
clamoring for -cmployinciit; now em- 
ployers are clnmori'ug. for workmen. 
Then the factories and railroads were 
burdened with more capacity than 
business; now they nifc burdened with 
far more business than capacity. Then 
the genius of manufacturers was 
strained to devise means by which pro- 
duction should be reduced to the, mini- 
mum capacity of their plants; noV.all 
the skill ut their command is called into 
requisition to provide means for In- 
creasing., production. Then ■ the Idle 
were straggling to secure employment, 
While the employed were struggling to 
prevent tlie fall of wages; now no hon- 
est nnd capable man need want for 
work, and the struggle of the employes' 
is to raise wages. 

Unwise counsels so reduced duties In 
1SS3 as to depress Industry and cause 
discontent Then Cleveland was elect- 
ed- by a bnre majority of "3,000 .votes. 
He devoted an entire annual niessngo 
to attack upon the protective tariff.' Ho 
failed/ however, to ,get n. tariff bill 
passed, but kept Industry In hot water 
till bis defeat by Harrison was nssurcd. 
Then recovery began, the volume of 
business .increased In 1SS0 by two bil- 
lions of dollars, and wnges rose higher, 
The McKinley tariff came In 1800, nhd 
wages rose still higher. The business 
in 1802 reached the highest point ever 
known up to that time— $03,332,000,000 
through clearing houses— and the work- 
men shared In the prosperity. 

In 1803 Cleveland en me In again. 
Business shrank Immediately, The 
worst pnnlc for bnlf n century drove 
more than two million men out of em- 
ployment and deprived the rest of near- 
ly 20 per cent of their former wnges. 
The volume of business In 1S04 was 25 
per cent sinaller than In 1802, and the 
Wilson tariff taught the country the 
practical effects of Democratic theo- 
ries. McKinley, frnmcr of the tariff of 
1800, was elected In 1S00 by the heavi- 
est plurality ever enst before for an 
American President, being 003,514, 
though In 1000 he increased that plu- 
rality to 85D,S24. Tiny voles of work- 
men in the great Industrial States were 
overwhelming, and the election of a 
Republican Congress assured the re- 
turn to the national policy which de- 
fends American Inbor. There was nn 
immediate Improvement In industry, 
nnd this received a great Impetus from 
the Dlngley tariff, ho that the volume 
of business through clearing houses 
Jumped from fifty billions In Cleve- 
land's lost yeat to over ninety billions 
in 1000. Wages rone to the highest 
general level yet nttnlned since the day 
when they were reckoned in depreciat- 
ed dollars.— Leavenworth Times.
